Decision a the Habeas Corpus Case or the 
U. S. Marshal.— The Cincinnati papers of yester- 
day contain the following: 

Judge Leavitt, of the United States District Court, 
yesterday made a long and able decision on the ap- 
plication of the eleven United States Deputy Mar- 
shals who had been arrested and were held in custo- 
dy by the sheriff of Clarke county, Ohio. It is a 
document which meets fully even- question raised 
in this extraordinary case. The right and authority 
of the United States officers to resist and disregard 
all State process, while engaged in the nlm of 
the writs of the United States tribunals; their duty 
to prevent, by any degree of force, any interruption 
in the performance of their duties; the exclusive ju- 
risdiction of the United States Courts of all matters 
arising under the act of Congress providing for the 
reclamation of fugitives from lal»or; the violation.of 
the sovereignty of the United States, which would 
!« involved in anr Attempt to execute "the extraor- 
dinary" act of the Ohio Legislature, giving the 
State'Courts authority to issue writs of hobetu cor- 
pus against all parties detaiping persons for any 
cause, were most lucidly and ably expostd. 

Judge Leavitt unhesitatingly decided that the 
Marshals were ju-tilieJ in resisting the service of 
the writ in the hands of Lavton, and that no more 
force was used than was necessary to overcome the 
violence of the Sheriff and his assistant. He saw 
nothing to censure or condemn in the conduct of the 
officer-. 

He said that whatever prejudice might exist in 
the community against the act of Congress relative 
to fugitives, it was the duty *i all good citizens to 
obey the law, and it must be enforced This duty, 
the obligations imposed by the Constitution, the re- 
lations which the States had agreed to bear to one 
another, were most eloquently dwelt upon and illus- 
trated. 

The coclusion of the deciswn was, that the Dep- 
uty Marshals l»e released frcm the custody of the 
sheriff of Clarke county. 

Bold Bank Roguery.— The Portland State of 
Maine gives the follow ing account of the robbery of 
the Central Bank of New Brnnswitk: 

On Sunday, June 28th, the Central Bank of New 
Brunswick was robbed of a large amount of gold 
and five pound notes. The amount is not stated, but 
we presume from $15,000 to $20,000 in gold, and a 
still larger sum in bank bills. 

The robbers got into the basement of the building, 
dug through the masenry and got access to the lock, 
an old fashioned one, bolted to the door by screws. 
They cut off the heads of the screw bolts! and left 
the lock hanging in Ls place, and forced the door. 
They selected their gold and bills, and left the sil- 
ver on the floor of t lie banking room, apparently 
intending to return ftr it. No one connected with 
the bank visited it from Saturday afternoon to Mon- 
day morning, so that they had ample time for 
arrangements. 

To the Editors of the louttvdle Journal: 

Gentlemen: Your report of mv testimony in 
the case of the Commonwealth vs. Wm. Preston is 
so incorrect, that I ask you, in justice to me, to Col. 
Preston, and especially to truth, to publish this note. 

You report me as stiting that "Preston said that 
the w hole American party were a 6et of loafers." 
Preston did not say this, and I did not testify to it. 
Preston, addressing th- man who interrupted Strass- 
berg, did say that no loafer should Interfere with 
voters, or something to that ettVct; but he did not 
say that the American party were loafers, or any- 
thing of that tenor. 

In the talk which followed, in the crowd, I heard 
it aliened that Preston had said that the whole Amer- 
ican party were loafers, but I repeat that Preston 
had made no such statement, and that the term 
"loafer" was applied bv him only to the man who 
interrupted or assaulted Strasberg. Several persous, 
Page, I think, among others, asksd Preston whether 
he had denounced the whole American party as 
loafers, and Preston replied that he had made no 
such statement, but had only denounctd the man 
who had assaulted Strasberg." 

Again, you rejiort me as saying: "The crowd was 
formidable, but Strassburg voted; saw nothing, 
however, belligerent— nothing to require Preston to 
make the remark." This is an utur misconception 
of w hat I said. Strassburg was not interrupted as 
he went in to vote, but as he came out. As he came 
out he was accosted by a man who had the appear- 
ance of a "rounder" or bully. The man extended 
towards Strassburg his left hand, and asked him for 
his ticket or papers. The manner of the man did 
not strike me as particularly belligerent, but his left 
hand was in the attitude of clutching — that is, the 
back was upward. His right hand I did not see. 
Nor had I heard that Strasburg had been driven 
away from the polls in the morning. 

Had I known that the right hand of this man was 
clenched, or bad I even heard that Scrassberg had not 
been allowed to vote in the morning, I would have 
understood the demonstration better. As it was, I 
thought Col. Preston entirely just itied in saving to 
the "rounder" "none of that," "you've no right to 
interfere with voters," or words of that import. It 
was in these terms, or terms like these, uttered with 
decision, that Preston jirst addressed the "rounder." 
The man seemed, at first, slightly confounded; but 
as he rallied, or rather, as he was rallying and as- 
suming a threatening attitude, Preston said to him, 
fiercely, "no d— d loafer shall interfere with voters," 
and then other words followed. 

The above are the facts substantially as I testified 
to them on the trial. Your reporter has evidently 
confounded my answers with the questions pro- 
pounded by the Commonwealth's attorney. He has 
mistaken the questions for the answers. I testified 
to many other facts, and your report of my testimony 
as to them, especially as to its scope and tendency, 
is not correct; but I consider it important to make no 
further correction thun th it above indicated.

Mkssrs. Editors: I claim now the full admission 
not oulv that Dr. Judd like Dr. Maclay stood fair 
up to the time of his difficulty with the'secretary of 
the Bible Union, but that with Messrs. Bell and 
Edmunds ha continued to stand fair up to Julv 11 
1856, one month and eleven davs after his dismis^ 
sion by the Bible Union, and after Messrs. B. and 
E. were fully acquainted with all the charges which 
the Bible Union had to make against him. 

Again, Messrs. Bell & Edmunds now expressly 
admit what they had before denounced as a menda- 
cious statement that contracts were made by the 
Wide I'nion through its authorized agent with" non- 
iniinersiotiist revisers, differing from the contracts 
made with immersionist revisers in reference to the 
translation of baptizo and other controverted terms. 
I now add that after having read carefully all that 
they have written and quoted on this subject in their 
arricle of the 4th, and with all my knowledge of the 
peculiar style of Messrs. Bell and Edmunds, my 
best impression is that these vicious contracts re- 
main unannulled, to this day. If these contracts 
were annulled, why not say so plainly? If some- 
thing more definite on this point is not" forthcoming 
within a reasonable time, I shall write to England 
and know the certainty of the matter. As to Dr. 
Judd's complicity in this thing, as also in the report 
of the investigating committee, I leave him to de- 
fend himself, which I have no doubt he is abundant- 
ly capable of doing. 

Again, Messrs. Bell and Edmunds admit that one 
of the revision scholars w rote for English the words 
"masculinity," "femininity " "objectional," &c. I 
hope they will now be willing to inform us whether 
the same reviser did in his translations use such un- 
English words and expressions as, "Prompt indeed 
the spirit — but the flesh without strength," Matt. 
2ti:41; "Where two or three are syn ae o gue d in my 
name," Matt. 18:20; "With the "worldlv forces of 
the darkness of this age, with the spirituals of the 
badness in the heavenfies," Eph. 6:12; "You have 
put on the young man," Col. 3:10. Again, Messrs. 
Bell and Edmunds have denounced everything 
anonymous in terms of unmeasured severity. All 
this is verv silly. Everybody knows that "writing 
and publishing anonymously is proper, indifferent, 
or wrong, according to the circumstances of each 
particular case. Hence if I had appended my name 
to a mere notice of Dr. Judd's Review. I" would 
have subjected myself to the charge of childish os- 
tentation. But the case is different with those who 
adopt secrecy as their policy in regard to matters 
where the purifying influence of an unobstructed 
public scrutiny is most needed and where every 
man and woman and child in the land has a perfect 
right to demand that that purifying influence shall 
be allowed freely to do its purifying work. I was 
not mistaken on a former occasion when I fancied that 
I had put this matter effectually to rest. It was 
a poor manoeuvre to divert attention away from the 
question as to the genuineness of Dr. Judd's docu- 
ments. That question naturally returns, now that 
this matter is disposed of. I now ask Messrs. Bell 
and Edmunds, as they have the originals safe under 
lock and key, to say plainly whether Dr. Judd has 
furnished us with true copies of these originals? 
You have told us of revisionists, "They take their 
station openly and fairly before the public." That, 
gentlemen, is just what we wish to see you do with 
regard to the genuineness of Dr. Judd's documents. 

But again. Messrs. Bell and Edmunds tell us 
that Dr. Cone, the first President of the Bible 
Union, and his comanagers submitted to a forced 
contribut ion of $1,000 of hush-monev to Dr. Judd, 
knowing him at the time to be an unprincipled and 
heartless villain, and still allowed him, alter that, 
to retain his place unimpeached, both as a reviser in 
the serv ice of the Bible Union and as a minister of 
the Gospel in the church of which Dr. Cone also 
himself was a minister. If anybody has ever writ- 
ten anything either against revisionists or against 
Baptists equal to this it has not been my fortune to 
meet with it. Take notice, the rascality in this case 
is not a thing of imagination or sentiment or of rhe- 
torical colonng; it is a tangible rascality and enters 
into the substantial facts of the case am) distributes 
itself duly, pro rata, to all the parties concerned. 
I have l»een accustomed to consider Dr. Cone a true 
and heroic man, of vigorous and healthy, though 
perhaps not perfectly symmetrical, moral" develop- 
ments. You, gentlemen, teach me to believe that 
he was a craven, wanting in every manly qualitv 
and meanly false to God, to himself, to the Bible 
Union, and to the Baptist Church — that he lived 
thus and died thus! Let it be recollected that this 
picture of Dr. Cone aud his associates, in all its 
prominent features, has been drawn by the Presi- 
dent and Corresponding Secretary of the LouisviUe 
Revision Association. Whether this picture can lie 
relied on to teach us anything correctly of Dr. 
Cone or not, it does teach us something of its authors 
and admirers. They who approve the course here 
ascribed to Dr. Cone must pardon us for regarding 
their approl»ation or disapprobation of anything as a 
matter not worth considering. 

Messrs. Bell and Edmunds are exercised not a lit- 
tle about my course in this discussion. True, gentle- 
men, I have no great confidence in the revision 
movement, as one likely to result in much good any 
way. Its management and its results in the past 
give us, as I think, no very cheering augury with re- 
gard to the future. But hatred to revision is not 
the secret. Nor yet was I smarting under a sense 
of defeat in the "discussion," for, until you kindly 
volunteered to give me the information, I was not 
aware that any party with which I sympathised had 
been defeated — excepting, indeed, in the compara- 
tive number and length of the letters and certain 
characteristics of style which I had not learned to 
associate particularly with the idea of victory. Nor 
am I in league with Dr. Judd. In that matter you 
have shown the facility with which you can assert 
what you do not know to be true. I'have never had 
a syllable of correspondence with Dr. Judd directly 
or indirectly in any way whatever. You reveal the 
tottering condition of your self respect when you al- 
low yourselves to note and remember and publish in 
two of the pipers of this city, the fact that Dr. and 
Rev. so and so are accustomed upon occasions to 
extend to you, more or less, the ordinary civilities 
of life. As you evidently feel the need of such 
things, and as these gentlemen seem to be so very 
kind, might it not be well for you to get a written 
statement, over their signs-manual, certifying you 
as candid and honorable men, and fair and courteous 
disputants? Knowing you as they do, they surelv 
would not put you off with ambiguous compliments 
and faint praise. To return to my motives, however, 
as far as you are concerned to know them, I would 
sav, lay guessing aside and judge me by my actions. 

There is another matter that must not be forgot- 
ten — indeed it seems that some damage has already 
been sustained from the want of earlier attention to 
it. I would say then to all those who have dignity, 
or piety, or holiness, or any other good thing in a 
position likely to be endangered by a candid and 
fearless investigation of the points at issue, they are 
there at the mcnert' risk. Piety and holiness as 
obstructions to investigation will be treated pr 
ly like anv other obstructs 
7 There is another unportat 



aside of the main points at issue. Messrs. Bell & 
Edmunds are the representatives ot a moneyed cor- 
poration. I have only my own private purse— alas! 

neither very deep nor very full — to draw from. Of 
course it would be vain for me to attempt to follow 
them into all the papers into which thev mav choose 
togo.* Probably thev feel that they "have" need of 
all the advantages within their reach.

Notwithstanding the sums which are still sent to 
the continent for the purchase of silver to provide 
for the fortnightly supply required by the India and 
China packets, much of tbe gold which arrives here 
from New York and elsewhere uow finds its way to 
the Bank of England, and the stock of bullion in 
that establishment has augmented to £11.150,000. 
This point is higher than has been reached since 
September, 1856, when the rate of discount was 5 
per cent., and there is every prospect that the accu- 
mulation will go on. 

Meanwhile the weather has been wonderfully fa- 
vorable for the growing crops, sunshine and a "high 
temperature having prevailed throughout the month, 
broken only by an occasioual storm just suthaeut to 
prevent any bad effects from drought. The promise 
for all kinds of groin is therefore extraordinary. 
Hay is not abundant, but the report of Ufa better 
than was at one time anticipated. 

A fresh telegraphic dispatch by the overland mail 
from India and China is now due and w ill be anx- 
iously looked for from hour to hour. It is upon the 
character of this that any new monetary movement 
in the money market will now turn. 

Apart from the questiou of the Eastern exchanges, 
the position of the Bank of France is the only sub- 
ject that calls for cautious attention. The monthly 
return of that establishment, published about twelve 
davs ago, showed an increase of more than $10,000,- 
000 in its stock of bullion, but subsequently the tide 
has again turned and a diminution of $ 4,000,000 
has been experienced. Yet in the face of this the 
Council at their weekly meeting yesterday reduced 
the rate of discount from 6 per cent, to 5>j per cent. 
There is therefore cause tm anxiety, since if bullion 
was flowing away while the former rate was main- 
tained, there is of course great danger that the 
stream will now be accelerated. It is still hoped, 
however, that the renewal of the adver.-e movement 
may prove only temporary, and that the unprece- 
dented harvest which seems on the point of being 
realized wiU put everything right. The fate of the 
silk crop is now pretty" well ascertained, and the con- 
clusion is that it amounts to about one-third of an 
average — a result which seems discouraging, but 
which is not so bad as that of last year. 

The Council of the Bank of France, it is ] 
on the best possible authority, were opposed to 
immediate reduction in the rate of discount, but 
they were absolutelv coerced into the measure by 
the government. The view of the most prudent 
and influential memliers was, that, although there is 
every ground to hope that a period of comparative 
ease is approaching, the existing charge should be 
maintained until the safety of the harvest is lieyond 
doubt, or, at all events', until the rapid efflux of 
ullion, which has characterized the past few days, 
could be stopped. The impatience of government, 
however, was not to I* controlled, and M. Fould, on 
behalf of the Finance Minister, actually addressed 
a circular to each of the directors, requiring their 
punctual attendance to decide on the proposition. A 
greater violation of sound principle could not be wit- 
nessed, and, although in the present instance the 
action will probably not lead to direct mischief, the 
precedent it affords is full of danger. 

On the subject of the elections to the French legis- 
lative chamber it will be enough to mention the ef- 
fect they have pi oduced here. The general feeling 
is that the movement awakened, although involving 
no immediate peril, will prove the commencement 
of much trouble. That despotism and freedom are 
both consistent with permanence the history of the 
world testifies, but there can be no faith in a pre- 
tended mixture of the two. There must either be 
free political discussion or none at all, and hence the 
fact of the Emperor allowing the French people to 
indulge in a revival of political excitement is looked 
upon as a great mistake. That a similar conclusion 
has been arrived at on the Paris Bourse seems to be 
evidenced by a fresh fall in the funds, which the 
reduction of the rate of discount has not been able 
to arrest.

Important Decision" to Physicians — Some 
three years since the Eri* County (New York) Med- 
ical Society establi.-htd a tariff, w hich fixed prices 
for services rendered to the public institutions of the 
county of Erie, below which it should be dishonora- 
ble for any member to accept office from the county. 
Their motive in this was to get rid of a competition 
unworthy of an honorable profession, and which had 
t hen resulted in the shocking condition of our public 
institutions which excited so much indignation at 
the time. The action of the society on this point 
was unanimous. Subsequently, Dr. John D. Hill, a 
member of the society, accepted the position of phy- 
sician to the poor-house at a price below the mini- 
mum fixed. For this he was afterward expelled; 
whereupon he applied to the Supreme Court for a 
mandamus restoring him to membership. The case 
was argued in May last, on the question whether 
the society had any legal right to establish such a 
tariff. Judge Marvin gives a written decision at 
1-ength, that the society has no such power, and con- 
sequently issues peremptory mandamus, compelling 
the soc iety to reMore Hill to membership. 

The society have 30 days in which to appeal. It 
ii probable, however, that they will not do so, but 
take such other action as they deem necessary. The 
sot iety is made up of the entire body of the "regu- 
lar" profession in Buffalo, with many from the coun- 
try towns, and has acted with great unanimity in 
these proceedings. 



fttlM Mm him:. — An ingenious piece of 
mechanism, designed to enable a person to record 
his thoughts of observations while traveling in the 
cars, in a crowd, or in any place where ordinary 
writing apparatus cannot Le u*ed. has been invented 
by Mr. Benjamin Livermore, cf Hartland, Vt. The 
paper on which the writing— or rather printing, for 
it retembles the telegraphic system of printing— is 
impressed, is coiled around two cylinders, which re- 
volve as the lines are completed, and the letters are 
worked by a set of keys. No ink is required, the 
letters being colored by a prepared blue paper, 
which the writing paper is pressed at each 
: of the keys. The machine works with 
and much facility, and is very com- 
pact, not exceeding four inches in length by about 
two and a half in width. It can easily be carried in 
a side pocket, and can be used without taking it 



The Ci-ose ok a Monsteu Litigation.— The 
New York Court of Appeals have finally decided 
the North American Trust and Banking Compauy 
eases, the most expensive legal controversy, we be- 
lieve, ever conducted in this country. 

These suits have been before our courts more tlian 
fifteen years. The pleadings and proofs as they 
came before the Court of Appeals occupied several 
large printed volumes. The entire Jauuary term of 
the court was consumed in the argument of them, 
and the amount involved was upward of two mil- 
lions of dollars. 

The controversy grew out of certain trust deeds 
made by the North American Trust and Banking 
Company, previous to its failure, to Richard M. 
Blatchford and others, trustees, to secure a large 
indebtedness principally due to Palmers, McKillop, 
Dent, & Co., of London, and the Bank of the United 
States and Girard Bank in Philadelphia. 

After the failure ot the Company, Daniel Le tvitt, 
who had been appointed its receiver, deemed it his 
dutv to institute proceedings in the then Court of 
Chancerv, to set aside the trust deeds and have 
them declared void and invalid. From that time un- 
til the present the controversy has been pushed on 
bv Mr. Leavitt with untiring energy, through all 
the courts, until a signal defeat has finally overta- 
ken him. The judgment of the Supreme Court, 
which unanimously pronounced the trust deeds val- 
id, has been unanimously confirmed by the decree 
of the Court of Appeals. The decision now made 
involves, we believe, a trreater amount of money 
than any one cause ever decided in the courts of this 
State; and we have heard it stated that the costs 
and counse' fees amount to more than $130,000. 

The counsel who, during the progress of the con- 
troversy, have been engaged in the cause, are Chan- 
cellor Kent, Peter A. Jav, David B. Ogden, George 
Wood, Edward Sandford, John Cleveland, George 
N. Titos, E. H. Blatchford, Charles C. King. Sam'l 
Beard.-lev, W. Curtis Noyes, Greene C. Bronson, 
Nicholas" Hill, Benjamin F. Butler, Charles OCon- 
nor, William Kent, and Daniel Lord. The tliree 
gentlemen first named and Mr. Noyes were the first 
counsel constituted by the trustees. Six of the 
above named gentlemen are deceased.

Particulars of the WmaUM Disaster. — 
Particulars of this terrible affair continue to reach 
us. The books of the ill-fated steamer having been 
lost, it is impossible to tell, as yet, the exact loss of 
life, or the number of passengers on board the boat 
at the time. In the excitement, those who were 
saved appear to know nothing of the number, and 
to be unable to gather their senses sufficient to tell 
anything about it. A gentleman from Oshkosh tells 
us that, from the best information he can gather, 
the number of killed cannot be less than twenty. 
From a correspondent at Oshkosh we have received 
the following letter, giving some particulars relative 
to the disaster: 

Oshkosh, July 7. 
Mr. Editor: The most disastrous accident, and we 
can hardly call it an accident, that ever happened 
on the inland waters of our State occurred on the 
3d inst. ou Lake Butte des Morts, about 9 miles dis- 
tant from this city. A great deal of rivalry has ex- 
isted ami a great deal of racing has been carried on 
between the several boats which run on Lake Win- 
nebago and the waters tributary to it for a long time 
past, which is greatly to be censured. The steam- 
ers Pearl and Berlin City were racing, wheu a ter- 
rific explosion of the boiler of the Berlin City took 
place, blowing the whole upper part of the steamer 
into a thousand fragments, lour correspondent 
was in this city when the Pearl came in, bringing 
the scalded and wounded passengers of the Berlin 
City. But two or tliree of all on board escaped 
without injury. A young Miss Carhart, who had 
been attending the female seminarv at A;tileton, 
and. accompanied l.y her mother, sister, and two 
nephews, was returning home, was sheckinglv 
scalded from head to foot. The shrieks of the poor 
girl were terrible to hear as she lay on board the 
Pearl. Her life was despaired of "for a time, but 
there seems now to be a chance for her recovery. 
Her face will probably be disfigured for life. 

The mother of the young lady, Mrs. Carhart, was 
severely burned, but she Forgot it in sympathy for 
her daughter. Her sister was seated "in the back 
part of the boat with her twe sons. They received 
no further injury than being thrown into the water. 
One little boy had a part of his skull broken in, and 
his chance of life considered as doubtful. The clerk 
was injured internally, having been thrown with 
great force into the water. The Pearl brought in 
al>out twenty-five, and nearly all of the number, 
who could walk, had their heads or limbs bandaged, 
scalded, bruised, and bleeding in a frightful manner! 
One of theewners of the boat remarked w hile I was 
there that the number of lives lost would probably 
never be known, as they had no means of finding 
out how many passengers there were on board, but 
that there were a good number and must have beeu 
as many as twenty killed. A good deal of excite- 
prevailed in Oshkosh as I came along, and a 
al gloom seemed to prevail throughout the 
city, which affected, very materially, the festivities 
of the 4th. This disaster will put a teinporarv 
check upon the lake boats— but it will soon be for- 
gotten, and racing will be as much in vogue as 



The Scbmakine Explosion a Coit Slip, Blf- 
i alo.—- A large crowd gathered around the Coit Slip 
at 3 o'clock, yesterday afternoon, to witness the ex- 
plosion of 125 pounds of powder on the rock at the 
mouth of the Slip, under the direction of Messrs. 
Parkinson and Smith, civil engineers. Our point of 
observation was from the upper deck of the Trov, 
about one hundred feet from the rock. Previous 
explosions had given a depth of eight or nine feet. 
Punctual to the time appointed, a boat put off with 
the charge on l*oard, the assistants on shore paving 
out the conducting wires as they went. The "rock 
was marked by a temporary buoy, and the charge 
was almost immediately dropped 'to its de.-tination 
i er.eath the waters. The l*oat let go. and then 
dropped off before the wind down the Slip. They 
had hardly reached a place of safety, before the 
electric current was sent through the" wires, a faint 
jar was felt on the deck of the steamer, a great dome 
of heavy white spray rose in the air for forty or fifty 
feet, and sank instantly down again, a big wave 
washed up over the pier, "and rocked the row-boats 
lying by it; and then there was a calm upon the 
surface. There was no souud of explosion, only the 
rush of the water as it rose in the air; no smoke 
but a transient sulphurous smell. 

It seemed as if there were two explosions, al- 
though the powder was all in one receptacle* The 
dome of water rose in the air, began to fall, and 
was met from below by another which lifted it up 
again. AU this was very beautiful, though mo- 
mentary.

Elections in France.— The manner in 

r gives an insight into it: 
Par.s, June 25. 
The election for Deputies to the Legislature passed 
off without any occurrence worthy of remark. A 
much larger vote was polled than was anticipated, 
especially by the opposition. It was generally pre- 
dicted that the republicans were spending their time 
and their efforts uselessly, and that the only result 
would be a compromise of their dignity in presence 
of a power thev detest. The result most triumphant- 
ly contradicted these predictions, as the figures will 
show. It is true that the opposition have elected 
but five of their 115 candidates, or rather five out of 
the 237 Deputies of which the Chamber is composed; 
but they have cast a total of votes which stand as a 
solemn protestation against the Government which 
rules, and as a contradiction to the oft-asserted boast 
that the country is happy and contented under its 
present chief. 

As you no deubt learned Iry telegraph by the 
steamer Columbia, the republiems in Paris elected 
by handsome majorities two of their ten candidates, 
Messrs. Goudchaux and Carnot, Ministers under the 
Republic of '48. Gen. Cavaignsc received a larger 
numlterof votes than his official opponent; but, ac- 
cording to the law of the Empire, an absolute major- 
ity of all the votes cast is necessary to a choice; and 
as the General's majority over his opponent was but 
small, there were enough of scattering votes to de- 
stroy the election. In two other districts the same 
result was observed. 

The result at Paris stands thus: Ten Deputies 
were to be elected. In the 1st, 2d, 8th, 9th, and 
10th districts the Government candidates were elect- 
ed; the republicans elected their candidates in the 
5th and 6th districts; in the 3d, 4U, and 7th districts 
there was no election and a new election will have 
to take place. 

By the decree of February, 1852, it is ordered 
that: "If any candidate has not «btained the abso- 
lute majority of all the^otes offered, and the vote 
of at least one quarter of tne registered voters of his 
district, a new election must take place the second 
Sunday which follows the day of tke proclamation of 
the result." 

The second election will therefore take place the 
5th of July; and as there are thiee districts in the 
departments which failed to elect in the same way 
as the three in Paris, there will be six new ballot- 
ing. This second election w ill require, like the 
first, an absolute majority. If this second trial 
fails, then the third election takes ylace between the 
two highest candidates, and a plurality vote decides 
the contest. 

In order to show you the state of parties in Paris, 
and that you may understand the true sentiment of 
the people toward the present Government (and this 
is the interesting feature of this election for the 
American reader), I add here soma figures:

Thus it is seen that while the republican vote has 
materially increased since 1852 that of the Govern- 
ment ha* diminished. It will be seen also that the 
abstentions are much more numerous this year than 
in 1852. 

There is still another fact of striking importance. 
It will be seen by these tables that the Government 
received less than om-thtrd of the registered vote*. 
In the city of Paris proper, leaving out the two 
country districts of St Denis and Sceaux, which be- 
long in" the department of the Seine, the Govern- 
ment received 83,602 rotes and the opposition 82,- 
173. Now if you will recollect that the employees 
of the Government in Paris, State and municipal, 
number 40,000 persons, that the whole garrison of 
Paris, augmented by large additions from the coun- 
try, ostensibly to maintain order, but in reality to 
smother the popular voice at the ballot-box, and by 
3,000 old soldiers at the Invalides, all of whom vo- 
ted, where, I would ask, among the citizens proper 
of Paris, are the friends of the present regime? oub- 
tract from the 356,000 registered voters the 143,000 
abstentions, a large proportion of whom are Legiti- 
mists, the 96,000 Republicans and the 75,000 em- 
ployees of Government and soldiers, and the num- 
ber of votes in favor cf the Government is reduced 
tc 12.000. Deduct St. Dei is and Sceaux and con- 
fine the vote within the walls of Paris and this fig- 
ure is reduced to 25,000 votes. 

T.vnity-five thousand disinterested votes do not 
tLenfore respond to the boasted happiness and con- 
tentment which the Constitutionnel and other Minis- 
terial journals claim daily for the Government that 
rules. They do not respond to the live years of glory, 
of pro-periry, of honor abroad and strength at noise, 
of satisfaction at home and induence abroad, which 
thev n;-ver cease to tell us exist. 

The Government journals rejoice mildly over their 
victorv; they overlook the vote at Paris, not one of 
them having given an analysis sf it, and claim their 
victory in the mass. Thus, there were 237 Deputies 
to elect; in Paris and the Departments the opposi- 
tion had brought forward 115 candidates — 122 of the 
Government candidates running without opposition. 
Of these opposition candidates mt seven are elect- 
ed — that is the fact they exult over— only four of 
whom are republicans pure. 

These four republican candidates elected are: 
Messrs. Carnot and Goudchaux, at Paris; Dr. He- 
non, at Lyons; and M. Cure, at Bordeaux. To this 
list will be added, without doubt, Gen. Cavaignac. 
None of these candidates, it is believed, will take 
the oath required of all Deputies on taking their 
seats, and a new election will have to be ordered. 
Then the Government, to prevent a repetition of this 
"indignity," will order a Senatus-Consulte, which 
will prevent all such demonstrations for the future. 
Candidates, when they declare their intention to the 
proper officer to stand as candidates, as required by 
the present law, will at the same time be asked 
whether they inteud to take their seats if elected, 
and the issue of the aithority to stand as a candi- 
date will depend upon their responses. 

Sev en of the late Deputies to the Chamber, whose 
candidacies the Government had refused to renew, 
ran on the opposition or independent ticket and were 
defeated. The Count de Montalembert received but 
3,198 votes against 11,795 for the Marquis de Con- 
egliano, official candidate, and 5,440 for Gen. Dupu- 
vey, republican. At the election of 1852 the Count 
was the candidate of the Government and was elect- 
ed. But in the Chamber he opposed the Government; 
he was in fact its only opponent and the only inde- 
pendent man in the House. This independence could 
not have offended his constituents, and the complete 
reversion of public opinion is only to l)e attributed 
to the pressure of the Government exerted through 
the prefects ou the simple minded people of the 
country. It was supposed that the Count's great 
induence, as the political champion of the church in 
France, would secure his election through this influ- 
ence; but when election day came the priests hesita- 
ted between the Count and the State, and compro- 
mised the question by a complete ansention from 
the polls. 

The official candidate who received the highest 
majority at Paris Is the celebrated Dr. Veron, 
former manager at the Grand Opera, author of 
Memoires d'n Bourgeois de Paris and of Cinq C%nt 
Miile Francs de Rente, former editor of the Consti- 
tutionnel.

Gexti.emkx: In your issm of to-day, you inti- 
mate that the delay of the mails from Cincinnati to 
Louisville is occasioned by the negligence of the 
Postmaster at Seymour or by the route agents on 
the 0. & M. K. R. Such is not the case. 

The Louisville mail leaves Cincinnati at 9 o'clock 
A. M. and arrives at Seymour at 1:14 P. M., where 
it was to laj over until i o'clock at night, that being 
thefir.it train South on the Jeffersonville Railroad 
after the arrival of the Louisville mail at Seymour. 
The mail in every instance has been promptly for- 
warded on the first train South, ><>, you see, the fault 
is not in the Poatoffice at Sevmour, nor are the 
route agents to blame. The whole delay is caused 
by the running arrangements of the Ohio & Missis- 
sippi and Jeifcrsonville Railroads. If the direct 
connections were made, it would take your mails 
through ready for distribution by 4 o'clock P. M. 
Let the railroad companies make the connections, 
and those connected with the mail service will put 
the mails through on time. Yours, &c.,

We are far from desiring to do injustice to Mr. Mc- 
Collum, the poitmaster at Seymour, or any other 
official. We merely called the attention of t'b* spe- 
cial agent to the different post-offices and routes to 
ascertain where the fault was. We were perfectly 
aware of the running 
Ohio and Mississippi 
stated by Mr. McC. (which, by the way, have since 
been changed and the trains make again their con- 
nections). But what directed our attention to the 
Seymour post-office was that the Cincinnati paper 
mail of Monday morning, which should have been 
received here on Tuesday morning, did not come to 
hand till Wednesday morning, while the letter mail 
came through. If it was not detained at Seymour, 
it must have been detained at Cincinnati, and our 
purpose in penning the article was to direct the at- 
tention of the Department to the matter to correct 
these repeated failures, occasioned by sheer aeglect 
of its officers. It is an every -day matter for a por- 
tion of the Eastern mail to fail. Last evening, for 
instance, we received the New York papers of 
Wednesday tcening, and this morning some of the 
papers of Wednesday morning, while those of Thurs- 
day morning, which were regularly due, failed en- 
tirely. 

Police Phooeedixus.— Saturday, July 11.— We 
are not obstetrical, that being a branch of education 
neglected by our honored preceptors.
